The province should go after 
$50,000 earned by companies who 
failed to give adequate business 
mentorships to newcomers, says 
NDP immigration critic Leonard 
Preyra. 

"In one case the business was 
closed during the time the nomi¬ 
nee was supposed to do her men¬ 
torship," said the Halifax MLA.

skills, but the company still earned 
$50,000 for doing virtually nothing. 

Preyra said he came across more 
than two dozen cases where busi¬ 
nesses profited off the province's 
immigration program, but failed to 
provide adequate mentorship. 

Mary Anna Jollymore of the Of¬ 
fice of Immigration said yesterday 
17 businesses that didn't receive a 
second payment of $50,000 be¬ 


cause they hadn't lived up to the 
deal. But they still got to pocket 
the first $50,000. 

"If they didn't meet the terms of 
the agreement, then that money 
should be released into the pro¬ 
gram's trust fund," Preyra said. 

Jollymore said the Office of Im¬ 
migration is waiting for the second 
phase of auditor general Jacques 
Lapointe's report, due in the fall. 

Immigration Minister Len 
Goucher announced this week that 
nominees who signed work con¬ 
tracts before Oct. 12, 2007, maybe 
eligible for a refund pending the 
second phase of the report.

MDs urge hospitals 
to purge junk food 


But Capital Health 
rep says adults can 
make own choices

Poutine, bacon cheeseburg¬ 
ers and pop are still for sale 
at Halifax hospitals, and a 
group of local health profes¬ 
sionals wants to purge them 
from the menu. 

"We're trying to find peo¬ 
ple who are doing it right," 
said Rob Stevenson, a cardi¬ 
ologist who just finished his 
residency in Halifax. 

Stevenson, who is now 
based in Saint John, N.B., 
I and a group of other cardiol- 
8 ogists, nurse practitioners 
o and dieticians from Halifax 
jc launched an online survey 
s] for hospital cafeteria cus- 
5 tomers. 

| The survey asks respon¬ 
dents whether their hospital 
cafeteria uses deep fryers 
and sells junk food, and 


whether whole grains, fruits 
and vegetables are on the 
menu. 

And people from across 
the country have responded. 

He feels strongly about the 
issue, saying the health sys¬ 
tem can't keep up if obesity 
and diabetes rates continue 
to soar. 

"This isn't just 
a group of physi¬ 
cians with bad 
attitudes saying 
this is how it 
needs to be," he 
said. 

In March, the 
group crossed the 
street to Citadel 
High in support 
of the healthy eating policy in 
all Nova Scotia schools, but 
ironically, students go to the 
hospital to dine on poutine 
and pop. 

Stevenson said the goal 
would be for Capital Health 
to have a similar healthy-eat¬ 
ing policy to the Nova Scotia 
school system. 


Jane Pryor, Capital Health 
director of food and nutrition 
services, says its customers 
are adults who can make 
their own decisions. 

She said healthy options 
are already widely available 
in hospital cafeterias and nu¬ 
tritional information is on 
the way. 

She said Capital 
Health's goal is to 
become trans fat 
free, something it's 
been working to¬ 
ward for three 
years. 

"We are looking 
for alternates," she 
said. 

Capital Health 
plans to also consult its cafe¬ 
teria customers about 
healthy eating in the coming 
months and then draft a new 
menu. 

"Healthy eating at Capital 
Health will look significantly 
different in the next two 
years," she said.

We "believe any portion of 
the Grace Maternity site not 
used for the building has to be 
landscaped to reflect the fact 
that it's Halifax Common 
land," said Friends member 
Sheilagh Hunt. "The city needs 
to be creating more green 
space, not less, and certainly 
not paid parking lots." 

Crosby said he's well aware 
of the Friends' complaints. 


"They haven't been shy 
about sharing our thoughts 
with us, but this is another op¬ 
portunity for them to hear 
what we're proposing and for 
us to hear what's on their 
minds." 

The academic building is 
slated for completion by June 
2010 and April 2011 for the 
sciences building.

Victim shocked to 
see truck destroyed 
by chop shop

Corey MacDonald was 
heartbroken when he 
walked out of a movie the¬ 
atre in Truro and realized his 
truck was stolen. He didn't 
think he'd see it again. 

Then a few weeks ago, 
MacDonald got a call from 
the RCMP: His beloved 1995 
Chevy truck, or rather most 
of it, was recovered from a 
chop shop. 

"I was disgusted when I 
found out. It wasn't just one 
guy, it was a group of them. 
For the work I put into that 
truck and they take it from 
me, I was pretty heartbro¬ 
ken," he told reporters at a 
press conference yesterday. 

The truck sitting behind 
yellow police tape at Impact 
Auto Auction near the air¬ 
port was ripped up inside. 

"I hate looking at it right 
now," MacDonald said ges¬ 
turing to the truck that he 
and his dad spent hours fix¬ 


ing up. 

The insurance money 
kicked in and now MacDon¬ 
ald has a 2007 Dodge Ram. 
He said he's a little paranoid 
about it and plans to get an 
alarm installed. 

His old truck now belongs 
to the insurance company 
and it will be auctioned off 
at the end of June. MacDon¬ 
ald said he plans to buy the 


truck back and make it into 
a 'mud truck.' 

"It was my first truck and 
I had planned on keeping it 
for some time." 

Police found most of the 
owners of 18 mutilated vehi¬ 
cles recovered from a very 
active chop shop in Harriets- 
field. Four men were ar¬ 
rested and RCMP say there 
could be more arrests com¬ 


ing. 

Const. Darryl Morgan said 
it was a massive organized 
auto theft ring, preying pri¬ 
marily on vehicles left in 
parking lots. Police had been 
on the trail of this chop shop 
for some time and Morgan 
said they estimate hundreds 
of vehicles filtered through it 
in the last few years.

International 
experts meet to 
discuss challenges

It may have been sunny and 
warm outside, but inside the 
Maritime Warfare Centre 
thoughts turned to ice and 
snow. 

Defence experts are hash¬ 
ing out ideas on how to de¬ 
fend the Arctic during a 
three-day international 
meeting at CFB Halifax. 

"There's been a realiza¬ 
tion that the Arctic has 
transformed so rapidly that 
the navy has to play a criti¬ 
cal role," said Rob Huebert, 
an academic from Calgary.

From the simulation, they 
realized the navy and coast 
guard can't work alone 
when responding to a crisis 
in the Arctic, he added.

Imagine being able to move a 
refrigerator across the 
kitchen with a wave of your 
hand, or blaze through digi¬ 
tal menus with a flick of the 
wrist like Tom Cruise in the 
movie Minority Report. 

Robert Deupree and his 
team don't have to imagine it, 
they just have to program it. 

The Saint Mary's Univer¬ 
sity Data Cave — called sim¬ 
ply "the cave" — is one of 
only 10 state-of-the-art vir¬ 
tual reality chambers that are 
far more than just a fun toy. 

This is far beyond the red 
and blue glasses you get at 3- 
D movies. One moment, grad 
students Jon Ramsey and 
Chris Geroux could be explor¬ 
ing the inside of a molecule. 
The next they're in a virtual 
kitchen tossing around appli¬ 


ances. It's all because of the 
cave — a 10-foot by 10-foot 
room where the walls and 
floor are made up of screens. 

Separate projectors shine 
images designed for each eye 
at 60 frames per second each. 
Special goggles bring the im¬ 
ages together and present 
them in three dimensions. 

From practising surgery to 


previewing the inside of your 
yet-to-be-built house, there's 
no end to the possible uses 
for this technology. 

"These things could happen 
now. All it needs is someone 
to put the time and resources 
into it," said Ramsey. 

And that's the obstacle. The 
cave costs about $1.5 million. 
It was funded through gov¬ 


ernment grants for a consor¬ 
tium of Atlantic universities 
called ACEnet. But as costs 
plummet and more people 
start building programs, such 
rooms could be widely used 
within a decade. 

"They'll look back at this 
just like we look back at 
Pong," said Deupree.

New bill seeks to 
go after big fish, 
not individuals 

Canadians will be allowed to 
copy legally acquired music 
to their IPods and computers, 
but would be banned from 
getting around any digital 
locks that companies might 
apply, under new legislation 
introduced in Parliament 
yesterday. 

The bill, introduced by In¬ 
dustry Minister Jim Prentice, 
would also reduce the penal¬ 
ties that companies could 
seek for most private in¬ 
fringements of copyrights to 
a maximum total of $500 
from a previous $20,000 per 
infringement. 

Currently, for example, 
someone downloading five 
movies without authoriza¬ 
tion for private use could be 
sued for $100,000, whereas 
now the maximum would be 
$500 — a level that would 
make firms unlikely to pur¬ 
sue such individuals. 

"It's not a fine. It's actually 


a form of damages. In other 
words, it’s the rights holders 
that have to pursue. It's not 
the state — it's not criminal," 
a government official, who 
asked not to be identified, 
told reporters in a briefing. 

Heavy, commercial levels 


of piracy, however, could face 
far more severe liabilities in 
corporate lawsuits and 
would also continue to be 
subject to government pros¬ 
ecution, with penalties of up 
to five years in prison. 

Industry officials say their 


big concern is not individual 
private infringements, but 
those who upload material to 
the Internet and make 
money from it. Canadian per¬ 
formers said the new legisla¬ 
tion would help protect their

Security for migrants urged 


The organization that over¬ 
sees immigration consultants 
is toothless and should be

Rallying to the struggle for 
Afghanistan, international 
donors exceeded expecta¬ 
tions yesterday with aid 
pledges of nearly $22 billion 


in a collective gesture repre¬ 
senting a new emphasis on 
development over military 
action. 

Duelling messages domi¬ 
nated the day, with Afghan 
President Hamid Karzai urg¬

Many international 
donors, including Canada's 
interim Foreign Affairs Min¬ 
ister David Emerson, an¬ 
swered by outlining plans to 
follow the money to better 


ensure the corruption-plague 
regime makes effective use of 
the resources. 

"We made clear to the 
president that Canadians ex¬ 
pect if we're going to be in 
Afghanistan — Canadian 
lives are being lost here, 
there's a lot of money being 


spent — there's got to be 
sense of public confidence 
that the money and the lives 
are in pursuit of something 
worthy," Emerson told re¬ 
porters. 

"When there's a scent of 
corruption, you get people 
turning off, and so I ex¬ 


plained to him the impor¬ 
tance of dealing with that, 
and dealing with it in very 
specific ways." 

Emerson announced 
Canada will provide an addi¬ 
tional $550 million for the 
period ending in 2011.

Vancouver 
Olympics 
warns against 
counterfeiters 


Organizers of the 2010 
Olympics are launching a 
preemptive attack against 
counterfeit goods claiming to 
be linked to the Winter 
Games in Vancouver, offi¬ 
cials said yesterday. 

An advertising campaign 
will warn consumers they 
cannot be assured of the 
safety of fake or unlicensed 
Olympic-related merchan¬ 
dise, or that the factories 
that made it met the ethical 
standards required of sanc¬ 
tioned producers. 

Vancouver organizers 
have not seen a large amount 
of counterfeit merchandise 
yet, but expect problems will 
increase after the 2008 Sum¬ 
mer Olympics in Beijing 
when world attention begins 
to shift to the Games in 
Canada.

Committee also renewed its 
warning about ticket scalp¬ 
ing, saying it will be using 
"secret shoppers" to buy 
tickets from unauthorized 
dealers to figure out where 
they came from.

Stem cell scams on web 


Experts worried 
about false 
healing claims 

Some unethical websites and 
clinics are offering "snake 
oil" treatments that claim to 
provide cures using stem 
cells but are at best raising 
false hopes, stem cell experts 
said yesterday. 

The International Society 
for Stem Cell Research said it 
wants to counter these mis¬ 
leading claims with a set of 
guidelines for researchers 
and the public alike, in part 
to preserve the reputation of 
the field. 


"These guidelines are crit¬ 
ically important to the future 
success of the field," said Dr. 
George Daley, president of 
the group and a stem cell re¬ 
searcher at Children's Hospi¬ 
tal and Harvard Medical 
School in Boston. 

"Not only does the use of 
untested therapies put pa¬ 
tients at risk, it jeopardizes 
the legitimate practice of all 
translational stem cell re¬ 
search." 

The group declined to 
name any website or clinic 
but said they are widely ad¬ 
vertised. 

The websites say they "can 
cure any disease you can find 


master cells 

Stem cells are the body’s 
master cells and they 
come in a wide range of 
forms, from the cells in 
bone marrow that are 
widely used to treat can¬ 
cer and other conditions, 
to embryonic stem cells — 
those that give rise to all 
the cell types in the body. 


in a pathology textbook," 
said Dr. Giulio Cossu, a stem 
cell expert at the San Raf- 
faele institute in Milan, Italy. 

The researchers told a 
news conference they hope 
the standards, which are still 
being written, will shape re¬ 


search and also let the aver¬ 
age patient know what is 
and what is not available. 

"There are extremely high 
levels of hope and hype and 
extremely high levels of un¬ 
certainty and risk," said Lau¬ 
rie Zoloth, a professor of 
medical ethics at North¬ 
western University in 
Chicago. 

"With all the hype there is 
a risk that patients who are 
desperate will misunder¬ 
stand the true level of ad¬ 
vancement," Daley said. 
"They will assume that the 
cures are already here today 
or just around the corner."

Death of a star witnessed 


Scientists glimpse 
violent explosion 

Scientists have for the first 
time witnessed the flash of 
light produced inside a dying 
star just before it explodes, 
according to a study yester¬ 
day that provides a unique 
glimpse into how a super¬ 
nova forms. 

The red supergiant, more 
than 500 times more massive 
than the Earth's own sun, 
was destroyed after its core 
collapsed and a deadly shock 
wave of energy completely 
blew it up, the astronomers 
said. 

Until now, scientists have 
only been able to observe the 
afterglow of such bursts that 


light up galaxies without 
knowing which star actually 
exploded, the researchers re¬ 
ported in the 
journal Sci¬ 
ence. 

"We have 
witnessed the 
violent death 
of a massive 
star in a 
galaxy almost 
one billion 
light years away in unprece¬ 
dented detail," Kevin Schaw- 
inski, an astronomer at the 
University of Oxford who led 
the study, said in a telephone 
interview 

"We caught the star while 
the supernova shock wave 
approached the surface of the 


star and then blew it apart." 

A light year is the distance 
light travels in a year. 

After the 
satellite pro¬ 
duced images 
of a seven- 
hour flash, 
the re¬ 
searchers 
sifted through 
data taken 
from tele¬ 

scopes in Hawaii fixed to the 
same co-ordinates that later 
confirmed a supernova 
formed in that precise loca¬ 
tion, said Stephen Justham, a 
University of Oxford as¬ 
tronomer who worked on the 
study.

Recession 
in U.S. may 
hurt banks 

The possibility of a U.S. re¬ 
cession is the biggest risk for 
the global financial system, 
and would have dire conse¬ 
quences for the Canadian 
economy and domestic 
banks, the Bank of Canada 
said yesterday. 

However, the central bank 
said the threat of a deeper- 
than-expected U.S. down¬ 
turn is low and that 
Canadian financial institu¬ 
tions are well-placed to ab¬ 
sorb such a shock even 
though their increased expo¬ 
sure to U.S. securities has 
made them more vulnerable. 

If the U.S. economy does 
worsen more than antici¬ 
pated, Canadian banks 
would likely see further 
writedowns, shrinking prof¬ 
its and higher loan loss pro¬ 
visions. This in turn would 
jack up bank funding costs 
and lead to tighter credit for 
consumers and business.

A t about 10:30 a.m. 

yesterday, Jujie Luan 
received a clean bill 
of health from her doctor 
in Edmonton. 

What does this have to 
do with the price of tea in 
China? 

Well, nothing, but it cer¬ 
tainly will increase the 
price of Olympic tickets in 
China. 

Luan, see, is a Chinese 
legend. She won a gold 
medal for China in fencing 
in 1984 . She is officially 
listed as one of China’s top 
50 sports stars. Her image 
has adorned Chinese 
postage stamps. A movie 
chronicled her life. There 
were several Chinese best¬ 
selling books on her. Chi¬ 
nese youngsters still study 
her feats in textbooks. She 
is as recognizable in China 
as, say, Wayne Gretzky in 
Canada. 

You get the picture. 

Now, Luan is hoping to 
become a two-country leg¬ 
end. At the ripe young age 
of 50 , and after retirement

stints of 12 and eight 
years, Luan qualified re¬ 
cently to represent Canada 
at this summer’s Olympics 
in China, although she 
wasn’t certain she’d be 
able to compete until her 
doctor’s appointment yes¬ 
terday. 

“I’ve been very tired 
lately,” she told me via cell¬ 
phone as she left the doc¬ 
tor’s office. “I needed 
blood tests. It’s my thyroid, 
but it’s OK and I’m going 
to Beijing.” 

She’ll be a scalper’s de¬ 
light there. She’ll draw ca¬ 
pacity crowds. She may be 
the most compelling story 
at the Games. 

Her return is “already all 


over the Chinese newspa¬ 
pers,” said Luan’s husband, 
Dajin Gu. “I don’t think 
it’s common knowledge in 
Canada, but it’s major, 
major news there.” 

Jujie insisted she isn’t 
nervous. “I’m fine men¬ 
tally,” she said. “I’ve been 
through a lot.” 

True. She joined China’s 
national fencing team at 
16 and became the world’s 
best despite a serious kid¬ 
ney ailment. In 1983 , she 
grew fond of Edmonton 
while at the World Univer¬ 
sity Games and moved to 
the city six years later to 
study English at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta. She be¬ 
came a Canadian citizen 
and was inducted into Ed¬ 
monton’s Hall of Fame this 
week. 

“We would have re¬ 


turned to China, but our 
oldest child was born here 
with Down syndrome and 
we knew we couldn’t get 
affordable health care 
there,” Gu explained, “so 
we stayed. 

“Canada’s great. I do 
nothing. Jujie teaches and 
coaches (fencing in Ed¬ 
monton). Our children (Jes¬ 
sica, 16 , Jerrica, 14 , and 
Daniel, 10 ) are happy.” 

They’d be happier, of 
course, if mom wins an¬ 
other medal, but Gu has 
cautioned them. 

“She has no chance,” he 
said. “Fencing is a young 
people’s sport. Jujie has 
great technique and she 
dreams of another medal, 
but reality is reality.”

Capitals superstar 
adds Hart, Pearson 
to trophy shelf 

Washington Capitals winger 
Alexander Ovechkin capped a 
dazzling season by winning 
the Hart Trophy as the NHL's 
most valuable player last night 
to complete an unprecedented 
sweep of awards. 

Having already claimed the 
Art Ross trophy as the NHL's 
leading points scorer (112) and 
the Maurice "Rocket" Richard 
trophy for leading the league 
in goals (65), the 22-year-old 
Russian also picked up the 
Lester B. Pearson Award as the 
NHL's outstanding player as 
chosen by his peers.

Jason Naugler has no intention of 
being a punching bag when he 
steps into the ring tonight in 
Reno, Nev. 

The veteran boxer from Heb- 
bville, Lunenburg Co., is 
known for his ability to take a 
lickin' and keep tickin', but 
plans to leave that reputation behind 
when he goes up against Jesse Brink- 
ley for the WBC-affiliated United 
States National Boxing Championship 
super-middleweight crown.

Naugler, who is coming off a win 
over Toronto's Abdullah Ramadan at 
the Halifax Forum in March, said 
winning tonight will "open a lot of 
doors." He served a 30-day medical 
suspension after beating Ramadan, 
but is 100 per cent now. 

He's confident against Brinkley

"I just feel comfortable ... Mentally, 
I'm ready for this fight and physically, 
I'm ready for this fight," he said. "The 
only thing that is going to hold me 
back is myself."

■ V THE FIRST and best sign 
that director Louis Leterrier under¬ 
stands the job in front of him in the 
second movie take on Marvel 
Comic’s Hulk is the winking cameo 
he gives Lou Ferrigno — the big 
green monster in the ‘70s TV series 
— and the late Bill Bixby, glimpsed 
in a rerun of The Courtship Of 
Eddie’s Father. 

For the audience buying tickets 
for the film this weekend, Ed Nor¬ 
ton will be playing Bruce Banner, 
the character made famous for 
them by Bixby back in the ‘70s, and 
not by poor Eric Bana in the ill- 
starred Ang Lee film of 2003 to 
which this is, ostensibly, a sequel. 



Edward Norton stars in the title role in 
this incarnation of The Incredible Hulk. 


Like an embarrassing relative, Lee’s 
film is something no one wants to 
discuss, but its shadow hangs over 
Leterrier’s film. 

Leterrier has no interest in de¬ 
parting from the comic book film 
form, to his credit; the film sets up 
the scenario quickly — Banner in 
exile in a favela in Brazil, searching 
for a cure for his “condition” — and 
rewards us with a big action set 
piece and the first appearance of 
Banner’s hulking alter ego within 


the first half hour. 

We get the love interest (Liv Tyler), 
the bad guys (William Hurt and Tim 
Roth) and the stock conspiracy theo¬ 
ry plot mechanism with a secret 
military program; everything in its 
place and a place for everything. 

What Ang Lee overlooked — or ig¬ 
nored — was that the comic book 
film is rarely interested in innova¬ 
tion, and especially innovation that 
deprives it of its brute thrills in 
favour of a more nuanced explo¬ 
ration of character. Like it or not, the 
successful comic franchise film 
craves the familiar — how else do you 
explain the roar that issued from the 
preview audience during the film’s 
coda, which featured a cameo by 
Robert Downey Jr. as Tony Stark — 
aka Iron Man — which borrowed the 
good karma of summer 2008’s much 
more successful big screen comic 
franchise to give its audience the 
“happy ending” they craved?

ly title Beware Of The Flow¬ 
ers ’Cause I’m Sure They’re 
Gonna Get You Yeah. 

It was a daft rave-up that 
still managed to keep your 
head bobbing even after the 
humour of the chorus had 
worn off, but no one ever 
imagined that someone 
would make a whole movie 
based on its premise. This lit¬ 
tle gag — a very little one, I’ll 
shamefully admit — was the 
only thing that kept me 
smiling once the pivotal 


premise of The Happening 
revealed itself. 

The very great problem 
with M. Night Shyamalan’s 
films is that once he departs 
from the nameless dread so 
painstakingly created in 
their setup, they’ve lost most 
of their reason to exist. He’s 
a horror director uninterest¬ 
ed in shocking you silly, and 
a maker of thrillers with one 
big plot point on which 


everything pivots, instead of 
a few dozen smaller ones 
meant to keep you intrigued. 
And once you’ve passed over 
the fulcrum of that pivot his 
films often disintegrate into 
unintentional humour. 

The Happening begins 
with a high school science 
teacher (Mark Wahlberg) 
quizzing his students about 
some inexplicable and omi¬ 
nous disturbances in na¬ 


ture’s balance, just as several 
cities in the U.S. northeast 
are being hit with what 
looks like a chemical attack. 
Things get serious fast, and 
he flees the city with his 
wife (Zooey Deschanel) and 
best friend (John 
Leguizamo), and they quick¬ 
ly find themselves stranded 
in the country as the sui¬ 
cide-inducing contagion 
closes in on them. 

The film is a bit of a de¬ 
parture for the director, 
since he reveals the big 
premise early on, and not 
near the end, sparing the au¬ 
dience the eye-rolling revela¬ 
tions that made Signs and 
The Village so retroactively 
disappointing. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, that means you can start 
rolling your eyes and gig¬ 
gling earlier, with the first 
film that makes itself the 
punch line to global warm¬ 
ing’s joke.

Hathaway more 
than holds her own 
with comic actors

1 mm ONE, TWO, THREE, four 
male actors ... and keep counting 
the male universe on the set of Get 
Smart. 

Enter the lone major female star 
— Anne Hathaway. As Agent 99 , the 
25 -year-old had a ball playing with 
the boys during the four-month 
shoot. Most notably acting with the 
lead boy — Steve Carell, Agent 86 , in 
the good vs. evil movie that opens 
in theatres next Friday. 

As it turns out, Hathaway isn’t 
only a good actress on-screen, but 
admits deft subliminal acting by 
hiding her nerves from her co-stars. 
After all, such major players as 
Carell, Alan Arlcin (chief) and Ter¬ 
ence Stamp (Ziegffied) have an 
array of film credits. “It always is 


(nerve-wracking), but I’m really 
good at hiding it,” Hathaway told 
Metro. “I didn’t want to make 


everyone else around me uncom¬ 
fortable by talking about how ob¬ 
sessed I am — with them ... I very 


easily could have geeked out every¬ 
day, but I don’t think we would 
have got a lot of work done. “I was 
very intimidated by everything that 
was going on, but I chose to try and 
appear that I was cool and knew 
what I was doing.” Get Smart, the 
big-screen version, weighs in with 
an abundance of action and come¬ 
dy mix, just like the legendary 
Emmy Award winning TV series 
( 1965 - 70 ) that has gained more fans 
over the years through syndication. 
But according to Carell, it was 
Hathaway who was turning heads 
with her... speed. “There were sev¬ 
eral scenes in the movie where we 
are running toward Disney Hall 
(downtown LA) at full tilt,” said 
Carell. “I was running as fast as I 
possibly could run. Anne Hathaway 
was wearing 4 - 5 - 6 -inch heels and 
she was kicking my ass. And I have 
no idea how that is physically possi¬ 
ble.” And then there’s those occa¬ 
sions on set when real life takes 
over and you just have to wing it. 
For Hathaway, that would be hav¬ 


ing a health issue during the time 
she had to kiss Carell during a ro¬ 
mantic scene. Due to a mix of 
using a contact solution that was 
pulled off the shelves last year, and 
a simultaneous sinus infection, 
Hathaway got pink eye “And my 
tears kind of got in my mouth, (be¬ 
fore kissing him),” Hathaway said, 
laughing. “It was very glamourous.” 
Carell escaped infection. But as 
Michael Scott in The Office, he 
probably wouldn’t have.

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Roth revels in role as villain 


The Incredible 
Hulk star happy to 
play the bad guy

EVERY GREAT 
superhero deserves a great 
villain and even the mon¬ 
strous behemoth that is 
the Hulk is no different. 

Lucky for the producers 


behind The Incredible 
Hulk, Hollywood’s Go-To 
Guy for playing the per¬ 
fect bad dude was avail¬ 
able when they called. 

Enter Tim Roth. 

Having played every¬ 
thing from an evil monkey 
in Planet of the Apes to a 
love struck robber in Pulp 
Fiction and even earning a 
coveted Academy Award 
nomination as the schem¬ 
ing villain in 1995’s Rob 



Roy, Roth has earned a 
well-deserved reputation as 
the ideal rapscallion. 


“I don’t mind (playing 
villains) if they’re kind of 
juicy,” Roth recently told 
me while promoting the 
Incredible Hulk. 

“If I’m having a good 
time with it, the audience 
tends to see that.” 

With the Incredible 
Hulk, Roth returns to form 
playing Emil Blonsky, an 
over-the-hill soldier who 
craves the thrill of power. 

When he purposely gets 


a greater dose of the same 
gamma radiation that 
turned rival Bruce Banner 
into The Hulk, he quickly 
takes advantage of his new 
beastly power — one that 
only the green-skinned su¬ 
perhero can match. 

“It was a seriously large 
amount of fun we had 
making it.” says Roth.

Young people 
‘having sex'

H ACTORS Ennis 
Esmer and Natalie Lisinslca 
aren’t quite sure what all 
the fuss is about. Their 
new film has raised the ire 
of politicians and some in 
the movie-going public, few 
of whom have actually seen 
the picture. Maybe it’s the 
title. Young People F**king, 
that’s raised more than a 
few eyebrows across this 
great land. “People assume 
things out of nowhere,” 
Esmer says. “They hear the 
title, think of something 
else and think that’s what 
the movie is about.” 

“I think the universal re¬ 
action to it from people 
who have seen it is, ‘oh, it’s 
really sweet, isn’t it?”’ Lisin- 
slca adds. Controversial 
monikers aside, the come¬ 
dy has drawn most of its at¬ 
tention from critics who 
lauded the comedy’s sharp, 
edgy writing and witty dia¬ 
logue when it premiered at 
the Toronto International 
Film Festival last year. 

Directed by Canadian 
Martin Gero, and co-writ- 
ten by Gero and Canadian 
actor Aaron Abrams, the 
film is an exploration of 
the complexities of rela¬ 
tionships, rather than the 
gratuitous romp its title 
suggests. Still, the rest of 


the press Young People 
F**king has received has 
largely been tied to the 
ramifications of Bill C-io, 
which would give the feder¬ 
al Heritage Department the 
power to deny funding for 
TV programs and films 
deemed offensive or inap¬ 
propriate, or retroactively 
revoke tax credits for pro¬ 
ductions considered offen¬ 
sive. The film has become 
something of a symbol for 
Canadian filmmakers 
threatened by the prospect 
of a government depart¬ 
ment being able to pull the 
financial plug on their 
projects. “That’s what’s so 
ridiculous about the con¬ 
troversy with the govern¬ 
ment because sex is such a 
universal thing that every¬ 
one experiences and every¬ 
one does,” Lisinslca says. 

Esmer opines: “If the 
ladies at my stepmother’s 
Shabbat dinner are OK with 
the content of the movie, 
then the Conservatives 
should just tone it down.” 

As far as that provoca¬ 
tive title is concerned, 
Esmer adds that it’s just 
time to get over it. 

“When you put the title 
out there it became the re¬ 
sponsibility of the press or 
the people who run the 
movie theatres. 

“They can call the movie 
whatever they want.”

The lengthy list of per¬ 
formers vying for Emmy 
recognition from fellow 
members of the Academy 
of Television Arts and Sci¬ 
ences was posted in recent 
days. Nominations will be 
announced on July 17. 

Heigl was the upset win¬ 
ner of last year’s prime¬ 
time Emmy as best 
supporting actress in a 
drama for her role as Dr. 
Izzie Stevens on the ABC 
hospital series, beating out 
two other co-stars for the 
award — Sandra Oh and 
Chandra Wilson. 

It was the show’s biggest 
Emmy triumph since the 
2005 inception of the se¬ 
ries, which helped lead the 
way in ABC’s ratings re¬ 
bound three years ago and 
ranks as one of the most 
watched dramas on U.S. tel¬ 
evision. 

But while Heigl has since 
emerged as Hollywood’s 
latest “it” girl following the 
success of her breakout 
film comedy Knocked Up, 
her profile on Grey’s 
Anatomy this past season 
has been noticeably re¬ 
duced. 

As noted by O’Neil, one 


of her more meaty story 
lines on the show this year 
involved her character sav¬ 
ing a deer that had caused 
a string of automobile acci¬ 
dents. 

“What she deserved after 
winning the Emmy was a 
heightened profile on the 
show, not a reduced one,” 
he said, adding that she ap¬ 
peared to be “logging an 
internal protest” with the 
show’s producers. 

While not uncommon 
for Emmy veterans to with¬ 
draw from contention in 
later years — as Candice 
Bergen and Bill Cosby have 
in the past — they typically 
have done so after repeated 
wins to give others a shot. 

A spokeswoman for ABC, 
a unit of the Walt Disney 
Co., said the network has 
no comment on Heigl’s 
move. 

Heigl’s last big-screen 
role was in the romantic 
comedy 27 Dresses, which 
released in January. 

Daily Variety reported 
this week that she has just 
clinched a deal to star in 
and produce a film adapta¬ 
tion of Escape, the best-sell¬ 
ing memoir of Carolyn 
Jessop, whose testimony 
helped convict polygamist 
sect leader Warren Jeffs.

“Before even applying a 
bronzing product, regardless 
of formulation, women 
should make sure their skin is 
in the best possible condi¬ 
tion,” advises Amsterdam. 
“Any summer glow will only 
look as good as the appear¬ 
ance of the skin underneath - 
oilier skin types, for example, 
will definitely want to ensure 
any bronzer they use is oil- 
free, and will probably prefer 
a gel or powder formulation 
over a more emollient cream.” 

If you’re not sure what 


bronzer is best for you, stop by 
a cosmetic counter and seek 
expert advice. It’s a great op¬ 
portunity to have a look at 
your best bronzing options, 
and get free one-on-one appli¬ 
cation tips and tricks. 

Denyse Beaulieu, creative 
manager at Groupe Marcelle, 
says another thing to keep in 
mind is that less really is 
more. So don’t start by caking 
on too much powder or liquid 
foundation on your face. 

“Start with a little; it’s al¬ 
ways easier to build than to re¬ 
move regardless of the 
formula, whether it be pow¬ 
der, liquid or self-tanner,” says 
Beaulieu. 


bronzer do and 
don’t tips 

DO: 

» Apply on a clean face. 

Moisturize your face 
before applying a bronzer. 
» If using a self-tanner, 
always exfoliate. 

» Always start off with a 
little and add as you go. 

» Use good lighting for 
application to avoid look¬ 
ing “too made up." 

» Tap off some of the 
bronzing powder before 
application. 

»Use a powder brush for 
a powder bronzer, they 
are usually “fluffier,” 
allowing good “spread- 
ability.” A blush brush is 
more precise. 

» Always remove your 
makeup before bedtime. 

DON’T: 

» Don’t forget your neck 
and ears, everything 
needs to match. 

» Don’t mix your other 
brushes with your bronz¬ 
ing brush. One brush per 
item is advised because if 
residue remains on the 
brush you risk putting too 
many different shades on 
your face. 

Don’t use the same 
bronzer in the winter as 
you would in the summer, 
you naturally gain colour 
in the summer even with 
protection so the shade 
you use in July would 
most likely be way too 
much in January.

Forestall retrospective 
launched at gallery

mammae touches his canvas, 
Dartmouth-based artist Tom Forre- 
stall said there is a notebook full of 
drawings — some successes and 
other failures. 

“I draw to fill my head and paint 
to empty it,” he told an audience of 
more than 200 yesterday. They were 
at Pier 21 to hear Forrestall speak 
about his career as the Art Gallery 
of Nova Scotia launches a retrospec¬ 
tive of his work. 

Called Tom Forestall: Paintings, 
Drawings, Writings, the show — it 
opens today and runs through sum¬ 
mer — includes more than 50 
works from his lengthy career. 

“I am honoured that he has al¬ 
lowed us to launch a retrospective,” 
said AGNS director Ray Cronin be¬ 
fore introducing Forrestall. “This is 
the best opportunity to see the 
whole breadth and scope his ca¬ 


reer.” 

Forrestall was born in the An¬ 
napolis Valley in 1936, and moved 
with his family to Sinclair Street in 
Dartmouth in 1942. As he told the 


crowd yesterday, he used to colour 
using crayons, but had a hard time 
staying in the lines. 

“One of my sisters had some¬ 
thing more than crayons, she had 


watercolours,” he said. “I watched 
her play with her watercolours and 
I was intrigued with it.” 

His parents — his dad was a car¬ 
penter — were creative, and after 
finishing high school, Forrestall at¬ 
tended Mount Allison University. 

It was there he studied under 
Alex Colville and learned how to 
work in egg tempera, a painting 
process where you use egg yolk to 
bind pigments and manufacture 
paint. 

It was also at school where he 
met his wife, Natalie Leblanc. 

“Natalie, somehow or other, be¬ 
lieved in me, and believed I could 
do it,” said Forrestall. He also cred¬ 
ited his wife — who died in March 
| 2006 — with encouraging his ca- 
o reer, even when they had a young 
| family and bills to pay. “Natalie 
prod me and kept me on the rails.”

He also revealed to the audience 
something about his creative 
process, noting he stays with a 
painting until it kicks him out. 

“The reason I think I paint as I do 
is to stay with the thing longer,” 
Forrestall said. “The longer you stay 
with it, the longer it talks to you.”
